The  Abbey  of  Bee  Herlouinin  Normandy  had  from  Henry  III.  a  grant 
of  a  weekly  market  on  Tuesday,  and  a  yearly  fair  to  be  held  on  the  eve,  the  day,  and  the 
morrow,  of  the  feast  of  the  nativity  of  the  B.V.  Mary  {Charter  Roll  31  Henry  III  m.  14.)  and 
also  the  Abbot  pleaded  a  charter  from  the  same  king  as  warrant  for  his  claim  to  have  gallows 
and  the  assize  of  bread  and  ale  and  other  liberties  in  his  manor  of  Atherston  when  summoned
